THE HARTLEY ACCIDENT—THE QUESTION OF SHAFTS. 


Srr,—I am glad to see the opinions I expressed in my letter of the 4th 
inst. have all been fully borne out by the evidence subsequently given at 
the inquest, both as it regards the beam and the question of shafts. That 
cast-iron is not a suitable material for beams of such great size is evidently 
the opinion of one of the most experienced and extensively-employed 
viewers of the district, for, in answer to a question by Mr. Dunn, the In- 
spector of Mines, we find Mr, Thomas E. Foster saying, “ After this cast- 
iron beams are doomed, Mr. Dunn.” ‘That the beam would not have 
broke if the metal of which it was made had possessed a uniform strength, 
whilst working with a uniform and steady motion, loaded with a weight 
equivalent to the utmost working power of the engine, is a view fully es- 
tablished by the calculations of Mr. J. J. Atkinson, as published in your 
Journal of the 8th inst., and whether the fracture arose from the inherent 
strain on the metal itself, or was the result of a sudden shock, it fully proves 
that in fature the use of cast-iron for such like purposes ought to be “doomed.” 
With the pressure exerted by that most forcible argument, the Hartley 
catastrophe, the most tenacious advocate of single shafts cannot now fail 
to agree with the candid statement of Mr. Foster, that “in all cases there 
ought to be two shafts,” not only for the safety of the workmen, but also 
for better ventilation and the better working of the colliery. 

The shaft has been recently described as the ‘main highway ” of en- 
trance to and exit from a coal mine for all purposes of working, which are 
mainly included in drainage, ventilation, raising the produce of the mine, 
and for the passage of the workmen. No doubt the drainage, or relieving 
the mine of its constantly percolating waters, has been, and may be for an 
indefinite period of time, successfully effected by the limited area of one- 
half of a shaft of 12 feet diameter. ‘This has been done at several places, 
and even at Hartley for some years before the fatal 16th of January. But 
a failure of a part of the pumping apparatus in this case has added a 
powerful, and, let us add, it is to be hoped a final argument for duplicate 
shafts, rather than the overcrowding of a single shaft, the total area of 
which was only 113,097 square feet. This case is generally, and I dare 
say justly, held to be without precedent, but the precedent has been sup- 
plied, and this plea has become forever untenable. Independent of the 
risk of the failure of the machinery, the presence alone of the different 
parts of the machinery in the area of half of that shaft must have been se- 
riously detrimental to ventilation. The shaft was divided down its centre 
by a timber brattice, one side being used as a downcast, the other as the 
upcast. The area of half of the shaft was only 56,543 square feet, from 
which we must deduct that occupied by the brattice, pamps, spears, and 
collarings, so that in all probability the air passage in the pumping section 
of the shaft was much less than 50 square feet, and at the standing set 
buntons, situated in the single part of the shaft, probably less than 40 square 
feet. This 50 square feet being the only air channel for a considerable dis- 
tance for an extensive colliery of 100 fathoms in depth, and in which 
were employed nearly 300 persons daily. Such an area is manifestly with 
a bratticed pit inadequate to supply an efficient, safe, and healthy ventila- 
tion. With the area given, we have the following quantities of air at the 
velocity stated :—

It is true none of these are high shaft velocities; in many collieries where 
the upcast is free from timber they are found to be much higher; but when 
the shaft is crowded with timber, high temperatures cannot be maintained 
except at great risk and expense, consequently high velocities are out of the 
question. Although in some collieries high temperatures may be main- 
tained in single shafts, divided by brattice, it is clearly at considerable risk 
of fire, and in such cases who can contemplate the consequences without 
a shudder. With shafts encumbered with timber it is, therefore, clear that 
the ventilating power must be restricted where heat is such motive power, 
on acconnt of the risk arioing from over-heating such timber; and as a 
single shaft cannot be used for these purposes without being oratticed, this 
is n reason of considerable importance against single shafts. The brattice, 
too, in cases of explosion, has been very often found to be blown out by 
its force, the consequence being the complete blocking up of the only means 
of access, by which succour to the perishing miner cannot in time be af- 
forded. It matters not by what means serious damage is caused to a 
single shaft, the workmen in such are liable to all the results that may 
arise therefrom. I may here remark that it is to some extent a mistake 
to suppose that where there are two shafts provided that brattice in one 
can at all times be avoided; it would still be necessary to brattice one, if 
used for any other purpose than water pumping and a downcast for air, 
excepting merely the drawing of coals; and in this case the workmen would 
have to pass and repass up and down the upcast, and it is better to have 
the upcast used solely for ventilation and coal drawing, or for ventilation 
alone. With ~~ one shaft the daily workings of the colliery are neces- 
sarily limited to the powers of such shaft. It appears at Hartley the limit 
was only some 350 or 400 tons per day, in addition to the changing of the 
workmen. Some curious details, seldom published in the columns of a 
newspaper, have been given in the Newcastle Daily Chronicle. From 
this we learn the fixed annual rent of this colliery was 2000/. a year; and 
also, that in seventen years the production of coals had fallen so far short 
of the necessary quantity to cover this yearly rent at the usual tentale, or 
tonnage rate of rent, that no less than 13,0007. of shorts had accumulated ; 
such an amount having been paid the lessor without an equivalent quan- 
tity of coals having been raised, the lessee having power to redeem these 
shorts by over-working in future years, if in a position sotodo. The 
ten is a local standard, representing a varying quantity, probably in this 
case a little over 48°5 tons. We are also told the tentale rent varied ac- 
cording to the selling price and port of shipment. Suppose, for argument, 
we call it 20s. per ten; then, as the shorts are 13,000/,, it is equivalent to 
having for thirteen years paid 40s. per ten, equal to paying 10d. instead of 
5d. per ton. The powers of production over the same period of time would 
have required in this case to have been just doubled to have enabled the 
lessee to pay his minimum rate of rent. I have already said he has the 
privilege to redeem those shorts if he can subsequently increase his work- 
ings. In this case, then. he has 13,000 tens, equal to about 624,000 tons, 
or 1248 days’ work, of 500 tons per day, to redeem, or to work rent free, 
so soon as he can work this quantity over such a quantity as will pay the 
certain rent at the minimum tonnage rent charge. This would serve an- 
other pit, raising 500 tons per day, and working 260 days per year, nearly 
five years. ‘The present rate of working—350 tons per day—requiring the 
colliery to work 274 days per year to pay the certain rent only, it is evi- 
dent, with the present working powers, that the certain rent cannot be ex- 
ceeded; therefore, this 13,0002. is more than likely to be entirely lost, 
which in itself would cover the cost in four or five years of sinking another 
independent shaft, with all the appendages for coal working. 

In addition to this, the working charges must be very sensibly increased 
by this limited quantity of coal raised for such an establishment. In a col- 
liery the difference between profit and loss very considerably depends on 
the quantity of coal raised in a given time. te is quite a possible thing, 
while paying precisely the same rate of wages for a given amount of work, 
to work the same field of coal at a profit or loss according to the quantity 
of coals raised in a given time. any serious items of expenditure at a 
colliery cannot in any degree be lessened, whether you work or lie idle; 
therefore, such charges (rent, as an example) require a given amount of 
coals to be raised daily before the current charges can be covered. In this 
particular colliery the quantity of water to be raised affords a good illustra- 
tion, the cost of which for labour, materials, coals, repairs, &c., without 
interest on the cost of machinery, &c., must be at least 1000/. a-year. 
The quantity of water raised is clearly independent of the quantity of coals 
raised; in this case it is about 24 times the weight of coals in the same time; 
therefore, the more coals raised the cheaper must be the charge per ton. 
According to this estimate, the cost of raising the water will be nearly 3d. 
per tan on the coals worked per day immediately before the accident, and 
with double that quantity, of course, it would only be 14d. per ton, or equiva- 
lent to a saving of 5007. a-year. ‘These two items—the rent cost and the 
- Water cost—are given as examples; at the same time, I would observe that 
almost every other fixed charge would be affected in a similar manner. 

It would appear that the number of horses and ponies employed in this 
pit was very great, and that a considerable saving might have been effected 
by substituting machinery instead. In this case, from the circumstances of 
the shaft, this could only be done by having the boilers and fires under-

objectionable. If it could be done, probably some hundreds of pounds a 
year would thus have been saved, giving another advantage in having’ a 
second distinct shaft on the same premises. 

Numerous cases of injury from the use of single bratticedgshafts might be 
referred to, where serious loss of life has been the result, and almost innumer- 
able instances might be named where the risk has beem painfully evident and 
alarming, the merest escape from similar results to those of Hartley having 
been the utmost that could beeffected. Not somanifestly evident, but equally 
certain, and even more injurious, is the necessity of the workmen having 
to labour from day to day, and year to year, in an inefficiently ventilated at- 
mosphere, where slowly, gradually, but not the less certainly, his health 
is prematurely and permanently impaired, and the duration of his life ma- 
terially shortened. 

Starting, then, with the principle that two distinct shafts shall be the 
least number in any colliery, we proceed to notice how they may be ar- 
ranged, and to see what would be their cost. 

1. A shaft on the same premises to be used solely for an upcast and place 
of exit for the workmen in case of accident. Taking Hartley for an ex- 
ample, this shaft might be sunk on the east side of the present coal-drawing 
machine, and insucha line as to be suitable for using the ropes of such machine 
either to sink it, wind coal, or, in case of need, raisethe workmen. A staple 
having been already made between the Yard and Low Main coal seams, this 
shaft would only require to go to the Yard coal; the depth, therefore, would 
only, at most, be 70 fms. As the water could be set into the Main and Yard 
coal seams, by a bore-hole out of the new pit, it presents, as it regards the 
cost, one of the most favourable situations for sinking an additional shaft. 
lL estimate the cost on a shaft of 8°5 ft. diameter, because the area of one 12 ft. 
is exactly that of two 8°5 ft. pits. The cost would be as follows:—

Two shafts would in general cost for sinking much more than twice the 
above, but it gives what a second shaft would actually cost after the first 
had been effected, the extra cost being invariably for the first shaft, what- 
ever size it might be. ‘This position of shaft would be of no further ad- 
vantage than as already stated—assisting the ventilation, securing a ready 
and safe egress at all times for the workmen, and admitting of the use of 
underground fires for machinery to any extent. 

2. A shaft on the same premises to be used for upcast and drawing 
coals, with one of the present winding machine ropes. ‘To suit this pur- 
pose it could be put down on the west of the present machine, between it 
and the main shaft, or beyond it. In the position here indicated it would 
be quite suitable for all the present surface arrangements, it would also in- 
crease the quantity of coals raised in a day, at for onsetting only a slightly 
increased cost. When two ropes run in one shaft, during the coming up 
or going down of workmen on one of them, the other is not used for coal 
drawing; when in a separate shaft, of course, it can be so used, hence the 
increased power of raising coals. Theshaftin this position must godown 
to the Low Main; its depth would, therefore, be near 100 fathoms, but it 
would present a favourable position for clearing the pit of water while sink- 
ing. It would cost as tollows:—

3. A shaft on the same premises to be used for upeast and drawing 
coals, ‘This is probably the way, if not the place, in which a second shaft 
would generally be adapted in collieries possessing an extensive royalty. 
It would at once make two distinct means of access to the workings, and 
thus secure the safety of the workmen in case of shaft accidents; it would 
also give increased facilities for efficient ventilation and the employment 
of underground steam machinery, with fires, in the seam, a very important 
consideration, for in a colliery of any extent the use of horses should be 
entirely substituted by the use of machinery, which would be invariably 
attended with a very great saving in cost; it would also enable more than 
double the amount of work to be raised per day, and consequently cheapen 
every description of cost. It would most certainly cause a considerable 
increased expenditure, A powerful winding-engine complete, with boilers, 
&c, and proper heapstead arrangements, with railway branches, &c., would 
be indispensable to make it a coal-drawing shaft. The cost would be for 
sinking shaft 8} ft. diameter, 100 fathoms, 2008Z. 15s, (see No. 2 arrange- 
ment), and for 12 ft. diameter 25737. 15s. Of course,a large additional 
cost would in this case be necessary to establish an additional and distinct 
coal-drawing shaft, which may be roughly estimated as follows:—

If railway wagons were required the cost would be still further aug- 
mented. I give this estimate merely to counteract the impression that 
may be produced by Mr. Coulson’s statement of cost, there being a serious 
difference between only sinking a shaft and establishing a colliery under 
the most favourable circumstances, as these cases are supposed to be. 

It will be observed that this arrangement seriously increases the cost, 
but it also doubles the powers of production, for which alone the increased 
cost is required to be incurred. It will also be evident that merely sink- 
ing another shaft does not seriously increase the capital, and that even 
where it is used only as an upcast, with a small permanent engine for rais- 
ing and lowering the workmen in cases of emergency, it is calculated to 
reduce the working charges in many ways. ‘The pumping and coal shaft 
being used for downcast very considerably lessens the cost of repairs, in- 
creases the ventilating capabilities, reduces the number of doors, provides 
for the erection of underground steam-boilers, &c. 

In all these cases only the ordinary difficulties encountered in sinking 
have been recognised. The extraordinary difficulties consist principally 
of large feeders of water of running sands near the surface, as at Fram- 
wellgate Moor, Norwood, Birtley, and many other collieries; and of the 
exceedingly incoherent and heavily-watered sand met with in all cases 
under the magnesian limestone, on the eastern side of the county of Dur- 
ham. The Uifficulties in these cases are most serious, and the cost cannot 
be estimated, it can only be ascertained by direct instances; however, it is 
satisfactory that most of these extreme cases have at least two distinct 
shafts. I only know of two serious cases of this description, and at one of 
these it is intended to increase the raising powers of the eolliery by a second 
shaft.as soon as possible, so that the number of these cases that would be 
affected by an Act compelling two distinct shafts to be sunk are not by 
any means numerous, nor is it likely that their number will be. increased. 

There is another class of collieries which exist under peculiar cireum- 
stances. Where upper seams have been entirely worked out, and lower 
seams remain available, it has been the practice to bar off the upper seam, 
and allow it to fill with water, forming a complete lake, overlying the 
workings below, the enormous accumulations of water only being prevented 
from inundating the present workings by a cast-iron tubbing or caisson. 
This tubbing is liable to fracture, as the accident of this week at Monk- 
wearmouth Colliery fully evidences; a similar accident having occurred 
some two years ago at Hebburn Colliery, causing its suspension up to the 
present, with but meagre prospects of its being re-opened for an indefinite

It also appears that for raisig 
given annual quantity of coals two distinct pits, sunk on the same preg 
under the most generally prevailing circumstances and difficulties of 
mining, is not necessarily attended with any serious increased exyy 
under almost all circumstances the second shaft can be sunk conside 
cheaper than the first. And it also appears that as a second shaft 
be provided without its being so arranged that it may be available fy 
creased production, and the result of this increase being a much leg 
cost of production, the increased profits will, in general, fully repay iy 
creased outlay. It also appears that special cases exist, the merits of 
justily require a special consideration.

SHOULD THE INSPECTORS HAVE MORE POWER? 


Sir,—The recent inquest at New Hartley has elicited some imp 
facts, which demand the serious consideration of the public. The pe 
theevidence has incited a strong desire that the Inspectors should bei 
with more power, especially as regards the number of pits or shalt 
colliery. Where there is only one pit it is proposed that the Ip 
should have the arbitary authority of ordering the sinking of one 0 
additional pits, and to prevent the continuance of the working of cot! 
these orders are obeyed. None can more unequivocally condemn tht 
bratticed pit system than we do, yet we cannot disguise from oursel"é 
such a sweeping measure contains the elements of dissatisfaction" 
public, and of oppression towards the owners of collieries. They 
of the power proposed to be conferred on the Inspectors would s# 
impede its exercise, and by rendering these gentlemen unpopular 
lessen their influence and usefulness, 

In the existing statute there isa positive injunction that “ Every 
ing and pumping pit or shaft, where the natural strata, under 0 
circumstances, are not safe, shall be securely cased or lined, or ol 
made secure.” Now, it appears that at the New Hartley Collitt 
natural strata was loose soil and stone, and that instead of the pit# 
part being securely cased, or lined with stone or brick, it was m 
bered, and no one, we presume, will venture to say that it was thi 
secure.

THE COST OF SINKING SHAFTS. 


1r,—The cost of sinking shafts is a subject upon which very erroneous 
s are entertained, and by some few that profess to have an intimate 
wledge of such like operations, as is evidenced by the remarks of your 
espondent, ‘A Pitman,” in the Journal of the 8th inst. I am quite 
re that the sinking of shafts is sometimes a much more expensive 
ir than there is any necessity for it being, owing to the want of skill 
e part of those whose duty it is to superintend such operations. In 
port of these remarks very many cases might be adduced, but for the 
ent I shall content myself with making the observation; but my re- 
ks are only intended to be applicable in those cases where proper ma- 
ement is displayed in conducting such undertakings.

THE NEW HARTLEY ACCIDENT. 

Srr,—Mr. Goodwin’s candid admissions amount to this—that he has 

had no experience in single shafts at all, and when he writes about them 
your readers are to understand this; and that he is a great advocate for 
two shafts, because he knows nothing about any other. The episode of 
the resignation looks a little like O’Connell dying on the floor of the House 
of Commons, if certain events did not come to pass; we know the result, 
but let that pass. 
[am as great an advocate for two shafts as Mr. Goodwin can be, although 
I believe it can be shown that as many, if not more, deaths have happened 
when those have been in operation as in bratticed shafts, not, however, that 
the shafts had anything to do with it. I would not like to say anything 
very strong about Mr, Goodwin’s figures, but really I would advise him, 
if he wants your readers to believe him, to go into the details of his famous 
shafts; he has them all on his finger’s ends—sinking, bricking shafts, wind- 
ing the water, &c. You see they differso very much from Mr. Coulson’s 
figures, for instance, as given at the Hartley inquest, and, as Mr. Coulson 
speaks with 48 years’ experience, it would be courteous to put him right; 
I am sure, therefore, Mr. Goodwin will oblige your readers, as well as me, 
by putting down his figures inva tabulated form. 

I am far from thinking that we are up to the mark in sinking pits, and 
I have an idea that by the use of machinery after the fashion of boring we 
will yet lessen the costs very much, but it may be long before we reach 
this desired benefit. Cannot Mr. Goodwin give us the names of the pits, 
and particulars, where the explosions occurred? When a man makes a 
statement in a public journal, and puts his name to it, why cannot he give 
details? In the concluding part of his letter, Mr. Goodwin says he could 
have “shown the impossibility of allowing each workman a sufficiency of 
pure air to maintain them in health for any lengthened period, in conse- 
quence of the limited area of the upcast and downcast:” he could have 
done no such thing. 

The present time appears to be a seasonable one for urging the im- 
portance of improvements in all branches of mining economy. ‘The ad- 
vance of mining calls for it, and we should dispassionately discuss the 
various points which successively develope themselves as in want of im- 
provement. I say, we should dispassionately do this, and not insinuate 
that the owners of coal mines are regardless of their own interests, or of 
the interests of those under them. Experience shows that although mining 
can be carried on with comparative safety, yet it will never be wholly free 
from accident; and while, as I have said, the advance of science will point 
out flaws in our appliances, the first great improvement would be the es- 
tablishment of a fund for the relief of sufferers by these accidents. This, 
I propose should be insisted on by Parliament. The Legislature forbids 
the employment of boys in our mines under a certain age, and only then 
unless they are able to read and write. Why not sce that those who go 
down the pits and follow a dangerous occupation have some provision made 
for themselves in case of accident, or for those depending upon them in 
case of fatal accident, instead of depending upon charity. Nor would this 
be any great hardship. According to the rates of insurance against acci- 
dent, it appears that by an annual payment of 15s. a year a sum of 20s. 
weekly would be paid so long as a workman suffered from accident, or his 
relatives would get 300/. in case of his being killed by an accident; 15s. a 
year is little more’ than 4d. a week, or less than ld. a day. At present 
masters may retain school wages, house rent, &c., why not this also? 
While it is desirable that the men should do this for themselves, the mas- 
ters should also be compelled, for their omn benefit, to assure the lives of 
the whole of their men; with this important proviso, that should the ac- 
cident be found attributable to negligence, the amount be paid to the 





sufferer or his relations.. It would be no great hardship alter all, It may 
be said, what right has Parliament to legislate upon such a subject; to in- 
sist upon pitmen in particular to make such provisions? I say, the best of 
all rights—the benefit of the community. ‘Che public must support him 
or his family if he cannot support himself, and it is only fair that if a simple 
means be designed to enable him to do it himself that the means should 
be tried. It is very desirable that we had some more data upon this ques- 
tion; it is most important, and the calculation would, I suspect, bring out 
something beneficial. A Pirman, 


SIMPLE AND CHEAP MEANS OF WINDING. 


§Sir,—A correspondent suggests that I have overlooked a difficulty in 
employing a vessel filled with water as a means of drawing from a mine— 
that the kibble would not be heavy enough to draw up the incline the truck 
and empty tank, which when filled drew the loaded kibble up the shaft. 
I did not mention this, because I did not see the difficulty of either using 
a kibble heavy enough, or attaching a sufficient weight to the rope, which 
might conveniently be a chain, so that the weight to be lifted might in- 
crease gradually; or of using a frame or cage big enough for a man to 
stand in, by which the miners, as well as ore or attle, might be easily 
raised from a mine. I gather from your correspondent’s letter that he has 
another, probably, better plan; if so, perhaps he will kindly describe it, for 
it is very important that all plans should be fully considered. x. 


SIMPLE TACKLE FOR DRAWING. 


Srr,—Being a constant reader of the Journal, and interested in mining, 
I am induced to forward the following observations, as a contribution with 
those who are endeavouring, by communicating the results of their expe- 
rience, to enlighten those practically engaged in mining operations. Lan- 
cashire, or the greater portion thereof, is remarkable for being a level coun- 
try, particularly so nearly throughout the great coal field, where the mining 
operations are carried on upon an extensive scale, yet I find in one instance, 
upon the late Duke of Bridgewater’s estate, that they have employed a few 
water-balances to raise coal and limestone for more than 70 years, with 
great economy. Though we have coal for steam purposes at the least pos- 
sible cost, steam-power bears no comparison, in point of economy, with the 
water-balance in no instance that has come under my notice. There are 
no natural facilities that would here admit of adapting the water-balance 
on the incline principle—therefore, wherever the water-balance is here 
employed it must be on the perpendicular principle. By way of illustration 
I will give a short description of the construction. There are three shafts 
sunk parallel to each other: the shaft for the coal to be raised from (say) 
40 fathoms; water-balance shaft, 10 fathoms, with adit to take away the 
water from the bucket as discharged; counter-balance shaft, 5 fms.; the 
counter-balance is formed of a chain, adapted for a small drum; the lower 
end is composed of large links of iron, much resembling quoits; it will be 
seen that this balance assists the water to raise the load from the bottom 
of the shaft; after raising the same half-way it reverses itself upon the 
drum, and in being drawn up again acts as a break: this balance is so 
constructed that it will draw the water bucket up and send down the kib- 
ble to be re-loaded. A strong framework of timber is erected over the three 
shafts; the whole of the drums being adjusted so as to work in harmony 
together, by being of different diameters, fixed all on one shaft, and go- 
verned by a hand-break, the whole covered in by a timber shed. This 
illustration is for a shaft to be worked by one rope; where the quantity of 
mineral to be raised is very great, two water-buckets may be employed, 
and, consequently, two ropes. I have seen 200 tons raised daily by one 
rope, 90 yards, by the above simple contrivance; the cost of erection is not 
more than that of a water-whecl, and considerably less than a steam-engine 
of equal power. The water required for raising mineral by balance may 
be stated thus—the counter-balance assists in raising the load from the 
bottom of the shaft; the small quantity of water to balance the working 
load is all that is required for one kibble. I will venture to say that some- 
thing less than a fiftieth part of the water required for a water-wheel will 
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answer all the purposes of a balance. The deeper the adit and balance- 
| shaft the less water will be required. The above figures and statements 
| are by no means conclusive as to the simplicity and usefulness of the ba- 
| lance, as by a proper calculation it may be adapted to meet the exigencies 
| of either adit or incline; for instance, the deeper the adit or longer the in- 
' cline, this will allow larger drums, and, consequently, the water will have 


| greater motive-power, and vice versa, I think that it is quite possible to 





procure a draught at a very small cost, should such be required at any 
time by anyone wishing to construct a balance of this kind. 2. ©

THE FATAL ACCIDENT AT BRYN GWIOG. 


S1z,—Will you allow me to suggest that a very simple plan will pre- 
vent the recurrence of such a deplorable accident as that which has just 
happened at Bryn Gwiog. It is always adopted, I believe, in Cornwall 
and Devon where there is any danger of water from old workings; and in 
Wales, where these are so common, and the nataral “ swallows” partake 
sometimes of the nature of subterranean seas, it should never be neg- 
lected. I allude to the plan of always boring 4 or 5 feet ahead of the 
men’s workings, when the presence of water would be discovered before 
even the slightest mischief could happen.

THE ACCIDENT AT THE BRYN GWIOG MINE. 

Srr,—Thongh the Hartley accident tends to withdraw attention from 
minor cases, yet the wretched fate of 16 men, drowned in Bryn Gwioy 
Lead Mine, recorded in last week’s Journal, cannot fail to draw forth 
public sympathy. It seems that the adjoining Hendre Mines were fall of 
water, and the deceased miners lost their lives by penetrating the wall di- 
viding the new workings from the Mendre leve!s. Now, without making, 
the slightest charge against the proprietors of the mine, who did no more 
than other proprietors in like circumstances are in the practice of doing, I 
should like to ask whether mining proprietors should any longer be allowed 
to jeopardise the lives of their workmen by prosecuting workings in proxi- 
mity to old workings filled with water, without first submitting the case to 
the mining Inspector of the district, and getting his certificate that the 
workings may, in the Inspector’s opinion, be prosecuted with safety to Her 
Majesty’s lieges. ‘I'o prevent this operating to the discouragement of en- 
terprise, power should be given to such mining proprictors to tuke tempo- 
rary possession of the abandoned shaft in the adjoining property, so as to 
lower the water sufficiently to enable them to prosecute their own workings 
with safety. I only throw out these suggestions in the hope that they may 
draw out the remarks of your readers, better able than 1 am to suggest a 
remedy for such wholesale sacrifices of life.—£vd, 19. A.

MINING, AND TILE FISHERIES ACT, 

Sin,—In the Journal of Feb. 1 an article appear in reference to the above 
Act, and what passed at a meeting of the Fisheries Association, recently 
held at Newcastle-Emlyn: Mr. Ffennell, one of the Inspectors of Fisheries, 
who it seems took part in the deliberations, said “there was one question 
upon which he had great anxiety; he referred to the action of the lead mines 
on the rivers in Wales. ‘The Ystwith and the Rheidol were entirely de- 
stroyed, there was not a single fish in them. Now, the Act provided that 
reasonable means should be used to prevent the destruction of fish. He 
was fully aware of the importance of mining, and he should be the last to 
suggest anything which would interfere with it in the least, but it was 
thought the mischief might be avoided without any detriment to the mining 
interest.” Mr. Ffennell then proceeds to describe (from information he 
has obtained) the ill effects of stamping or pulverising the mineral, and that 
he had been informed by an experienced miner that stamping should be 
given up, because it was not so profitable to the miner as the old system 
of crushing, which did not appear to have destroyed the fish. By stamp- 
ing the ores were reduced to so fine astate that a lange quantity of mineral 
was lost, being carried away in the waste water. ‘Chat mining, so im- 
portant in our national industry, must be protected there can be no question, 
and I do not see what the miner has to fear from the new law, particularly 
if all the Inspectors act with the same good feeling towards mining as Mr. 
Ffennell seems to do. If there is an advantage in crushing ore instead of 
stamping.it to powder, and every one experienced in ore dressing must 
know how readily this is done with lead and copper ores, there is no harm 
to point out the advantage of crushing instead of stamping, without pre- 
tending to dictate how people should dress their ore; butit miners are de- 
termined to reduce their ore to powder, they cannot object, so far as prac- 
ticable at a reasonable expense, to provide catch pits, to prevent the fine 
ore being carried into the rivers. That a very considerable amount of fine 
ore has been allowed to go to waste where stamps have been used is proved 
bv the fact that I have recovered about 800,000 franes worth of silver, lead, 
and zinc from the leavings on one mine, the greater part of which had been 
reduced fine by stampifig or otherwise. I merely mention thio fact to show 
what a quantity of ore has been and is still wasted for want of proper ma- 
nagement. To be convinced how easily fine ore can be carried off by 
water, take 100 grains of lead ore, pulverise it in a mortar, add to it about 
half a pint of water, stir it up, and then let it subside for 30 seconds, then 
pour off the water on a filter, and it will be found that about 10 per cent. 
of ore was suspended in it. In our efforts to progress in mining, let us save 
the ore, and preserve the fish from destruction as much as possible.

PARAFFINE, OR OIL ROCK, IN SHROPSHIRE, 


Sir,—I have received several letters from parties in reference to my letter, 
in the Mining Journal of the 8th inst., on the Oil Rocks in Shropshire.

If an open- 
ing were made in any of the shafts.in the deep works an experiment could 
soon be made, and its value as an oil-producing mineral ascertained.

IRON ORES AND IRON MANUFACTURE, &c., IN MEXICO. 


Sirn,—Having resided in Mexico for several years, engaged in mining 
and the manufacture of iron, &c., a few remarks on these subjects may be 
interesting to some of your numerous readers. Mexico, the most celebrated 
country for silver mining on the face of the globe, abounds also in other 
minerals of no less importance, though up to the present time seldom 
noticed, and only employed in very limited quantities, which, in a great 
measure, must be attributed to the insecurity of life and property eaused by the deplor- 
able and anarchial state of that country for so many years. Iron, copper, lead, anti- 
mony, manganese, &c., are found abundantly diffused over the whole table lands, Of 
iron ores there are many valuable classes, but they are chiefly voleanic. Sparry car- 
bonates, pyrites, magnetic ores, and hydrates exist in great quantities. The volcanic 
ores are not found in regular or stratified forms, but in large beds, varying from 2 ft. to 
70 ft. in thickness, and often extending for severa) hundred yards over the tops of the hills, 
or small mountains, which are generally in the form of a cone, and often inaccessible— 
at least without considerable trouble and expense. These beds, or mountains, of iron 
ore represent internally a clamp, ur mound, of roasted iron ore, melted, and forming one 
solid mass, and in colour resembling ball or puddle furnace cinders. ‘They are generally 
covered with a light soil, but are in all cases destitute of wood. The sides of these 

ins are freq tly very steep, affording great facility to the miner in disposing of 
the refuse. This ore is most difficult to separate, and gunpowder, in all cases, is resorted 
toas the means of effecting this object. On account of its great tenacity &c., before em- 
ploying it in the blast-furnace it is always necessary to reduce it to very small pieces to 
separate the quartz, which is found in great quantities in combination with it. It fuses 
very readily, and yields, on an average, 47 per cent, of iron; and an excellent quality of 
wrought or puddled steel is made from it. The other ores—non-volcanic, &c.—are rarely 
employed. The calcining process has but lately been introduced, and is still very im- 
perfectly understood, which renders the operation costly and the results of a doubtful 
character. There are but three manufacturing establishments in the country of any 
note, and these, till within the last few years, were in a very barbarous state. Catalan 
fires were incommon use, and are still. In some parts of the interior another method is 
still carried on of converting pig-iron in a charcoal fire,and heating the blooms produced 
in the same fire, producing from 6 to 7 quintals (100 lbs.) in 12 hours with one fire. The 
loss of iron in this operation is often 50 per cent, By the introduction of mills, steam- 
hainmers, and puddling-furnaces, 5 tons are, on an average, produced from one furnace, 
heated with wood and without blast, in the same time. The principal works are those 
of Messrs. Rothschild, Messrs. Secker, and Co., and Messrs. Habn and Co. ‘Those of the 
former are situated about 10 leagues distance from the city, in a delightful locality, at 
the foot of the much-celebrated and mighty volcano, “ Popocatepet! ;” they consist of 
blast-furnaces, forges, mills, fineries, foundry, and other shops. The roads are tolerable, 
mines very good at a distance of 16 leagues, woods near and plentiful, water-power ex 
cellent; there is also coal in the neighbourhood, but unexplored. The works of Messrs. 
Secker and Co. are situated some 50 leagues from the capital, in a well-wooded district, 
with abundance of iron ores in close proximity with the works, which consist of blast- 
furnaces, steam and tilting hammers, mills, forges, foundries, fitting and other shops, 
with good water-power. During my management of these and other works in that 
country, I had ample opportunities of ascertaining the difficulties to be coutended with 
in conducting mining and manufacturing operations under the existing state of that rich 
but degraded country. I experienced the greatest trouble and annoyance in carrying on 
the works, partly through the indolence of the natives, who will seldom work more than 
two or three days per week, merely to get enough to subsist on; and I have known 
many cases of families of four and five support themselves on 10 reals (5s.) per week. 
Maiz, chill, and frijoles constitute their diet; the rest of their time is devoted to feasts 
and their patron saints. The hordes of robbers, or, as they designate themselves, sol- 
diers, who infest all parts of the country, add also greatly to the impracticability to 
prosecute operations with any success; and the mechanic often has to throw aside his 
tools for the musket, pistol, &c. It is nothing unusual to see the whole of the works in 
full operation, and all hands at their posts,and,in less than half-an-hour later, the place 
nearly deserted and scarcely a living thing to be seen on the premises. Of a sudden, 
notice would be received of a meditated descent on the works, when the whole of the 
natives would take to their heels, flying ia all directions to the woods aud mountains 
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where they would remain hidden for days with their families—at least till they were 
assured that all was safe again, Of course, they run little risk of being robbed of their 
household effects, as they generally carry the whole of their property on their backs, in 
the shape of a “ manga,” a coarse woollen blanket, with a hole in it to put the head 
through, cotton shirt and trousers, rude leather sandals, and the never-failing palm hat. 
The bianket serves for a covering by day, and a couch by night; in it they roll them- 
selves, in their shanties, or huts, which are seldom more than a few bamboo canes, placed 
at intervals of 4 or 5 inches from each other, the apertures serving for windows, venti- 
lators, and chimneys. The foreigners are seldom far behind on these occasions, and during 
these raids steam-engines would be left running, boilers hissing, wheels, mills, and 
rolls turning, blast-furnaces allowed to choke up, and puddling-furnaces and cupolas 
with their melting heats in. I have often found myself, with one or two others, left to 
defend the place as I might azainst these marauders, who seldom came in bands of less 
than 50, and, if they expected any resistance, would drive full tilt into the works, and 
let fly their pieces in ali directions and at anything, human or not, In the last little 
encounter we had with them of this sort two of our native workmen were killed 
while endeavouring to effect their escape. Foreigners generally come off with being 
pillaged of all they have got, and often abused, if caught. These fellows, after breaking 
and destroying everything they could, would wind up the farce by carrying off every- 
thing not too hot or too heavy. Hundreds of these incidents and facts of daily occur- 
rence I could mention; but they are common events, and so well known that they have 
little interest in them, 

In addition to iron and other mines, coal is found in many parts of the country, at an 
elevation of 7500 ft., and there are several veins of it near the works of Messrs. Secker. 
It crops out in the hilis and mountain sides, and is mostly of a very inferior quality, 
containing muck sulphur and combined with fusible stones, which, when subjected to the 
heat of the puddiing-furnace, rans much like pitch over the grate-bars, entirely closing 
them up. It is not found in regular veins, and, although we sank pits and drove levels, 
we scarcely ever met with any improvement in it, either in quality or appearance. It 
varied very much in thickness, from 1 to 13 ft., and is often crossed by rocks In its 
course, and further on it would be found many feet either above or below its former 
eourse, making it very dificult to work to any advantage, even if it were of good quality. 
One seam alone, at that altitude, I found answer for the purpose of fron-making ; but in 
other districts, near the sea-coast, it is found of very superior quality and in great abun- 
dance. I have seen some of it 7 varas in thickness; but no attempt has been made to 
work it, with the exception of small quantities for experiments. 

Refractory clays, sand, and other stones are found in great abundance in the iron and 
coal regions, and, indeed, all that is required in the form of materials for the manufac- 
ture of iron, copper, lead, &c, These natural resources, and the advancing state of the 
country offer to speculating capitalists sufficient means of succeeding in carrying on such 
operations, when once the country is restored to peace and security. The want of the 
latter has been the greatest drawback and curse to all foreign enterprising men, who 
seldom find themselves safe outside of the city, and, in fact, of late the same within. 
The deplorable condition of the roads adds greatly to that insecurity. Traffic is chiefly 
carried on with mules and asses. Although cart-roads are plentiful they are seldom re- 
paired, buc are allowed to remain In such fearful condition as to render them quite im- 
passable and entirely useless; they are invariably constructed of earth, clay, or sand, 
and the stones are turned on one side as useless; they seldom use anything more than 
wooden shovels and grass Dags for their tools. Although copper ores are very plentiful, 
and of various descriptions, there is little copper manufactured in the country; there 
are but two milis for rolling it, and these of the most wretched description. In its rough 
state, in blocks, the metal costs from $5 to $6 per quintal; but when rolled into sheets 
it costs from $25 to $30 per quintal. Lead is in much greater demand, from the fact of 
its being more easily manufactured and applied to so many purposes. It is very seldom 
rolled, but cast in open sand-moulds of the sizes required. This metal is found in some 
localities native. I have seen large pieces of it detached from the vein, cut and worked 
into any form required in that state. Manganese does not require special notice: although 
it exists in great abundance little use is made of it. The country once settled, the best 
speculations would be rail, boller-plate, copper, lead, and other mills. Boller-plate costs 
there at the present time $20 per quintal. Merchant fron is manufactured at $534, and 
sells from $10 to $16 per quintal. English iron, by the time it arrives in the city of 
Mexico, coste $9 per quintal. The heavy freight from Vera Cruz to that city (which is 
at present the only available road from the Gulf) affords now, and always will do, great 
protection to the manufacturer in that country. A vast quantity of steel is consumed, 
which is chiefly imported from Northern Europe. The poorest class of this steel is 
sold at $22 per quintal, yet I have produced puddle steel equal to any imported for 
$644 per quinta!, which was generally sold for $25. The cost of manufacturing pig-iron 
varies from $14% to $2 per quintal. 

There are but two short pieces of railway near the capital, which, in intervals of peace, 
yield large profits—25 to 80 per cent. The people in general are becoming more en- 
lightened, and an extra sryginkling of foreigners, with a sound Government, would effect 
a radid change in them.” They are tractable and easily governed, and I found them 
obedient and eager to learn, when properly treated; and great nambers have succeeded 
in becoming mechanics and other tradesmen. Should the allied forces now in the 
country succeed in establishing peace and security there, the best method of enforcing 
® continaation of it will be to complete and open the railroad from Vera Cruz to the 
capital, and from there to the Pacific, which should be done in a more spirited and 
energetic manner than that in which it has been begun —30 leagues have been made of it 
tm as many years.— Wildon Works, Abergavenny. E. B. Mowro.

Where the way is ciear, and there is water, the chain-pump would seem to answer 
well; and if the objections suggested do not exist, or could be ebviated, it would be of 
moment, second to none, in the successful working of mines, especially deep ones with 
low price ores. Objections have been made by writers in the Journal to the pump, as 
#/most wholly inapplicable to mining uses, one of them being the room occupied by the 
chain in the shaft. If the invenliOn answer at W heal Cuncord, it is to be hoped tts use 
will gradually become general ; as we see daily the advantage of using in any business 
the saperior over the inferior adaptations for any object; nor may we hope any old 
habits will stand in the way of its adoption. We have no interest in Mr. Bastier or his 
pump, more than that we areconcerned in mining welfare. Siucerely do we desire en- 
couragement to successful mind-labour.— eb. 20. Devon.

SOUTH DEVON IRON AND GENERAL MINING COMPANY. 


A special general meeting of proprietors was held at the company’s offices, City Bank- 
chambers, on Saturday, Feb. 15,—Mr. Warre in the chair. 


Mr. G. F. Goopman (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting, the report 
of the directors, and an approximate statement of the receipts and payments from April 31 
to December 31, 1861. 

The Cuatrman said it would be seen by the tenor of the report just read, in which 
some of the principal shareholders concurred, that the directors had no doubt the com- 
pany’s property could be advantageously prosecuted if the necessary capital could be ob- 
tained. The proposition whereby a very large number of the vendors’ shares were to 
be cancelled did not, for the moment, seem to be entertained so favourably as could have 
been desired, and, therefore, the directors had no alternative but tocall the present meet- 
ing to further discuss the matter. ‘The meeting, according to the first clause of the no- 
tice, had primarily “ to consider the condition and prospects of the company,and whether 
it is expedient that the company should continue tocarry on businessornot.” He would 
only mention thet among the shareholders present there were several, doubtiess, who 
would like to be made aware of the result of the investigations of the deputation of 
shareholders who lately visited the company’s property, which information would pro- 
bably be communicated by one or more of the gentlemen who formed that deputation. 

Mr, Happon (one of the deputation) said he would first advert to the Atlas Tin Mine. 
From a report made by Mr. Evan Hopkins the deputation were led to look upon that 
mine in a somewhat different light to that which the reports and prospectus of the com- 
pany had led them to expect. As to Capt. Warren, the deputation had every confidence 
in his Integrity and ability as a mining captain, and, from what they saw of him, they 
belleved he was acting conscientiously for thecompany. The tinstuff the mine was pro- 
dacing at the time of their visit appeared to be of a very good quality ; but there was a 
large quantity of tinstuff on the surfave which would require a very economical water- 
power to work, but which water-power they had not got. As to the smelting of the 
iron at a profit under the system at present adopted, the deputation regarded that as 
somewhat chimerical, as the cost of coking would be greater than the value of the iron. 
The iron, when manufactured, might be good iron, but they thought it could not be called 
charcoal iron ; and, as to the lignite, they did not think it would produce such a first- 
rate charcoal as had beenexpected. Mr. S. B. Rogers seemed to have his own suspicions 
upon the point, for the deputation could not obtain any statistics showing how many 
tons of raw material would make any given quantity of charcoa), or the cost of convert- 
ing lignite into coke. The deputation were anxious to see what profits could be made 
from the paraffine and other oils extracted during the process. Mr. Rogers’s experi- 
ments, it was feared, had not been conducted upon a scale sufficiently large to carry out 
the calculations made. The whole of the calculations made by Mr. Rogers appeared to 
be founded, not upon accurate bona fide working experiments, but upon some experiments 
made in London, upon a scale not sufficiently large to justify practical calculations. As 
to the coking ovens, the depatation expected they would prove a dead failure. 

The CuHatnman understood the hon. proprietor to base his objection upon the mode 
of making coke. 

Mr. Happon said they considered the mode was one that could not be carried out upon 
acommercial scale. With regard to the balance-sheet, there was one item which re- 
quired explanation—6000/. for the balance of purchase of the Atlas freehold estate. 

The Secretary replied that that amount was the balanceof the mortgage. The ven- 
dors obtained a mortgage upon the property, but they assigned their interest in that 
mortgage to the directors of the company, in trust. This still remained apparently due 
to them, but immediately upon the assignment of their interest in the mortgage to the 
board, the board arranged they should waive their right to the sum mentioned in the 
balance-sheet. 

Mr. Happon supposed the vendors would receive the amount.—The SEcRETARY: Not 
4 traction of it. 

Mr. Happon: Then why did it appear in the accounts?—The Secretary: Simply 
because if it appeared as a debt on one side of the account it must be shown on the other 
that it had been received in some shape or form. 

Mr. Happow said, if it met with the views of the meeting, he should propose a reso- 
lution to the effect that a committee of investigation should be appointed to enquire into 
the dition and prospects of the company, and to report the result of their enquiries 
to an adjourned general meeting. 

« Mr. Viewer (one of the deputation) seconded the proposition. He reminded the meet- 
ing that the deputation had paid their own expenses, and were totally independent of the 
board; but, at the same time, they would-be glad to communicate to their brother share- 
holders any information they had gained. His own opinion was, the whole concern had 
been mismanaged. The first thing they saw was the traction-engine, which seemed to 
be totally inapplicable to the company’s requirements. He fully agreed with Mr. 
Haddon, that a large amount of money had been wasted. 

A Proprietor said he would support the resolution, as the committee of investiga- 
tion would probably be able to determine means whereby a new company could be formed. 

The CHAIRMAN said one object in winding-up the present company would be to form 
anew one. Inanewcompany the vendors’ shares would be obliterated. Notwithstand- 
ing the report of Mr. Evan Hopkins, the directors were perfectly satisfied as to the value 
of the tin mine, and their expectations were strengthened by its present yield—2 tons 
of tin per month, and had the shafi been sunk in its proper place an equal monthly yield 
at least would have taken place long since. 

A Proprretor said he should certainly object to the proposition appointing a com- 
uilttee Of investigation, because he could not see what practical good could possibly re- 
sult from the adoption of such a cdtfse, “A committee of investigation could not carry 
on its enquiries without incurring some expense, and he should like to know from what 
source the money was to come to meet that expense. He knew that a very erroneous 
opinion was entertained by some shareholders with regard to the vendors’ shares. Now, 
it so happened that he was in possession of facts upon which he could inform his bro-

The report of the agent was read, as follows: — 


Feb. 14,—In the past quarter we have taken up the plunger-lift from the 100, and fixed 
the same in the 78; by so doing we are saving 15 tons of coal per month. We have 
driven thé 78 cross-cut north 6 fms. towards the elvans and north lode, parallel with the 
elvans worked on in the 50, At the engine-shaft the ground is favourable, driving by 
six men and one boy. We have sunk King’s shaft below the 43 fm. level 4 fms. 1 ft. 8 in., 
cut 4 plat in the 55, cased and divided the shaft from the 32 to the 55, put in footway, 
and also sunk the shaft 3 fms. below the 55; lode for the last 7 ft. sinking 18 inches to 
24% ft. wide, and at present yielding tron, peach, and spots of copper, with a quantity of 
mundic ; the lode has greatly improved in appearance, and the ground is congenial for 
copper in this district. We have about 944 fms. more to sink to beas deep as the 75, at 
the engine-shaft, which, from present appearances, will require three months from this 
time, and we have every reason to expect copperat that point. Our water at the engine- 
shaft is about 544 strokes per minute, and at King’s the water is very little. We con-

The CuatrMaw said he considered the report more favourable than for some time past. 
He had held an interest in the undertaking for some years, and it had always been his 
opinion that the western shaft was an important point of operation, and he quite agmwed 
with the agent that some satisfactory result might be expected in the 70 fm. level. 
Considering the situation of this mine, as compared with Wheal Buller, North Basset, 
Wheal Uny, and other mines, he thought it was only a question of depth; and seeing 
the change in the stratification and the character of the lode now sinking below the 55, 
he thought some good discovery was near at hand. The accounts now submitted had 
been duly examined, and everything was charged up. He regretted to see so large an 
arrear of call, but he trusted if the meeting passed a resolution empowering the secretary 
to collect the same by legal proceedings, or otherwise, the whole amount would be forth- 
with paid without the disagreeable necessity of carrying the resolution into effect. 

A Proparisror said, having heard the Chairman mention Wheal Uny, and having re- 
cently been in the neighbourhood, he wished to draw the Chairman’s attention toa 
rumour which was somewhat freely circulated —that the bottom of Wheal Uny engine- 
shaft, in which there was a va!uable lode for tin, worth 307. per fm., was really in the 
North Baller sett. The question he had to ask was whether this rumour had come within 
the knowledge of the committee, because he considered it a matter of the greatest import- 
ance to the interest of the North Buller proprietors ? 

The CHarnMan said the rumoor alluded to had come under the notice of the cominittee. 
Upon examining the cost-book they found that aresolution had been passed at a general 
meeting of the company, held in 1853, empowering the Uny Company to follow the lode 
into the North Buller sett. 

A Prop was of opinion that, if that had been done without some compensation, 
it was an inexplicable proceeding. 

The CHarrMaw reminded the meeting that the North Buller Company had the privi- 
lege of driving a cross-cut into Wheal Uny, to cut King’s or any other lode; in addition 
to which, the resolution stipulated that the North Buller Company should participate 
in the profits of working any lode from the point of intersection underlying from the 
North Baller sett, which might prove of importance, seeing there were three or four 
lodes dipping north, and Wheal Uny lode was underlying very flat south, 

Mr. M‘CALLAN suggested the propriety of calling in some disinterested agent to inspect 
the lode at Wheal Uny, now at the bottom of the shaft, as also the working, because it 
was at the bottom of the shaft the intersection might take place. The probability, how- 
ever, was that in driving west Uny lode would form a junction with King’s lode. 

The CuairMan promised that the matter should have the consideration of the committee. 

The Secretary, in answer to a question, stated that, by disconnecting the lift from 
the 100 to the 70 fm. level at the old mine, a considerable reduction in the consumption 
of coals had been effected. Looking at the cross-cut going out from the 78 to the western 
shaft, he t all the lodes would be intersected in the North Buller sett ; and, seeing 
the position of the western shaft, in respect to the adjoining mines, he still considered, 
as he had hitherto done, that the mine was well worthy the attention of speculators. 
Should any discovery take place, the mine, being divided into only 1007 shares, would 
be subject to a very great rise in the market value. North Buller was the only mine 
in the district that was at present unprofitable; but he hoped and belicved that would 
wat las be tha case, and that by zeal and perseverance his friends would be well re- 

Mr. Sartm said he bet ‘purchased his shares having a knowledge of the locality in 





ther that the vendors had not received one sixpence benefit from their 
shares, their whole prospects depending upon the success of the company. Now, he 
could not help remarking that the opinion expressed by Mr. Haddon as to the coking 
ovens was, after all, simply an hypothesis; and, also, as to his opinion that the lignite 
would not make charcoal iron. Others believed it would make acharcoal iron—indeed, 
charcoal iron -bad been produced, As to the shaft at the Atlas Mine, Mr. Hitchins and 
three or four other other authorities were consulted upon the subject, allof whom agreod 
that the shaft should be sunk where it had been. But were the directors to be blamed 
when it was found the shaft was sunk in the wrong place? He could not see how in 
such a case directors were more to blame than sharehold The directors had in no 
way lost their confidence in the ultimate success of the undertaking, and the best evi- 
dence that could be adduced as to their general opinion of the property was in the con- 
siderable interest they had taken, which far exceeded any section, if not the whole, of 
the shareholders put together. 

The CuatrMan said the directors were not only the largest holders with respect to pur- 
chased shares, but they had not taken one penny of their fees for more than two years. 

Mr. Borar was in favour of the proposition, but he dits expenses would have 
to be rateabiy borne by the shareholders. In passing the resolution now before the meet- 
ing that must be borne in mind. —Mr. W1LL1aMs was of opinion that no shareholder could 
be compelled to pay one penny towards those expenses. 

Mr. Borar said he had paid a visit to the company’s property some fourteen months 
since, when he formed an unfavourable opinion of the tin mine ; but as to the iron, there 
was no doubt that was of the best quality —indeed, it was ofa beautiful quality. He was 
afraid the best had been taken away before the property came into the company’s hands. 

Mr. Bartram thought there had been some misconception as to the amount that would 
be required for the erection of the furnaces. He thought it had been distinctly under- 
stood, that according to the amount subscribed upon the 6000 shares given up by the 
vendors should be the scale of the expenditure, but it did not appear to beso, seeing that 
the expenditure had so far exceeded the amount thus secured, 

The Cuatrman said that both the time and the amount required for the erection of 
these furnaces had exceeded the original estimate. But in the meantime the operations 
at the tin mine had been pushed on with greater vigour. All the money placed in the 
directors’ hands had gone to develope the works, as an investigation of the accounts 
would testify. 

Mr. W. Sart said it might not only be conceded, but expected from him, that he would 
make some statement upon the present occasion. He was quite prepared to go into the 
whole of the proceedings of the board, from the commencement down to the present time ; 
and whilst he should not be moved by any personal observations, so he should not allow 
himself to be influenced by any feelings injurious to the shareholders at large. At the in- 
auguration of the company, before any ag had been luded between the ven- 
dors and directors, it was arranged that the directors should take every step which, in 
their jadgment, they thought advisable to ascertain the real value of the property. 
Being Chairman of the board, he studiously avoided giving any opinion upon the matter. 
The directors, however, very properly selected six gentlemen of large professional expe- 
rience to thoroughly investigate and report upon the value of the property. Before this 
step was taken a gentleman who stood very high in the mining world, and to whom he 
(Mr. Sarle) had never spoken, and up to the present moment he had never seen, was en- 
gaged to report to the directors. He referredto Mr. Reynolds. Those facts wereall en- 
tered in the directors’ minute-book, which was before him. Having read extracts from 
the various reports of those who were engaged to inspect the property, each bearing out 
the statements made by the vendors, he said that no board could have taken greater 
pains and caution to ascertain the value of the property, nor could any vendors have 
given greater facilities for so doing. As regarded the payment for the property, as that 
had been entered into and passed in the ba ance-sheet of 1860, and as that valance-sheet 
had been adopted, he could claim as a right, in harmony with the usages of public com- 
panies, that the matter could not be re-opened. But, waiving that right, he would go 
back to the commencement of the company. The cash payment passed at that meeting 
amounted to 40,333/., while on the cther side of the account there was an amount of 
33,400/., leaving about (say) 70007. out of 90002. for the vendors. They gave for the free- 
hold estates 9000/., and expended previously 3000/7. or 40007. They also had since advanced 
in cash 1500/., and they were responsible to the extent of 6000/. or 70001., by which it 
will appear that a large balance was due to the vendors. So much for the cash transac- 
tions, as between the company and vendors. He would now come to the acts of the di- 
rectors. The first thing was-the traction-engine; that had been more abused and ridi- 
culed than even the vendors. The board took every possible precaution to ascertain the 
capabilities of that engine, having witnessed what it could do under far more disadvan- 
tages than it could ever be subjected to in Devonshire. Satisfied with what they saw, 
the directors gave an order for one to be sent to the company’s property. It was sent 
down, and it failed, when it was admitted by those who sent it that it was far inferior 
and unequal to that which the directors tested, and the balance of the purchase-money 
had, consequently, never been paid. As regarded the whole working of the company, he, 
of course, was very sorry that the anticipated profits had not been realised; but a great 
deal depended upon this—just at the very time when the traction-engine broke down, 
and when they were calculating upon a cheap transit from the mine to the wharf, the 
price of fron ore greatiy fell, when it was found impossible to convey the ore to the 
wharf and ship it at anything like a profit. They did not feel disposed to give up the 
profit arising from the iron, so they secured the Bovey lignite property, believing —in- 
deed, knowing as much as anything could be known apart from the actual realisation— 
and still feeling that iron manufactared as they proposed would be far more profitable 
than the selling of the raw material.

The accounts, showing a debit balance of 9207. 13s. 11d., after considerable discussion, 
was passed, and with the report ordered to be printed and circulated amongst the share- 
holders. A call of 3s. per share was made. 

Mr. OGitvie enquired of Mr. Pryor why flat-rods kad not been fixed from the engine 
to the old mine, and the draining of the same effected, as he understood the engine was 
only now working two strokes per minute? He also wished to know why the driving of 
the 70 east had been suspended, when the distance from the old mine was at least 30 fms. ? 
and why the difficulties by which they were now beset had not been brought promi- 
nently forward at the last meeting? He considered that some one must have deen in 
the secret, for by no other supposition could he find a solution to the question of why 
their shares should d sach a mi ble figure in the market. 

Capt. Pryor said he was glad to have an opportunity of replying to Mr. Ogilvie’s en- 
quiries and remarks. In the first place, it was doubtful if the old mine could be drained 
by flat-rods, and an engine had been purchased which would be erected, and the work 
carried out with all dispatch. As to driving the 70 east, the men refused to work, and 
as the sections of the old workings were not to be relied on, it would be serious to use 
influence over them, in case of letting down the water, and a recurrence of a calamity 
like that at Bryn Gwiog; had the 70 end been driven the mine would have paid cost, 
and left a profit. 

The Cuarrman, holding nearly a quarter part of the mine, remarked, as to the price of 
shares, that he would not sell at 2/., nor yet at 37. 

Mr. BaTrers enquired the size of the engine, the price paid,and how long Capt. Pryor 
would take to erect the same; also, if North Downs was not in a very similar position 
to New Treleigh, or, in fact, much more gloomy in prospect when Mr. Pryor took it 
up than New Treleigh now is, to which enquiries 

Mr. Pryor said the engine was 36-in. cylinder, which, with boiler, had been pur- 
chased for 2607. He bad put up an engine in Cornwall in less time than anyone else had 
ever done, and he was on his mettileto put this engine up with all dispatch—two months 
would be the outside of time. As to a comparison between North Downs and New Tre- 
leigh, all he could say was that when he first took up North Downs the question was 
whether or not it should be stopped, and he looked for a more successful future for New 
Treleigh.—The meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the Chairman. 


ENGLISH AND AUSTRALIAN. COPPER COMPANY. 
The ordinary general meeting of shareholdets was Neild at the London Tavern, on 
Thursday, Mr. R. A. Rovrn in the chair. 


Mr. C. B. Rogers (the secretary) having read the notice convening the meeting, the 
report and accounts were taken as read. 

The CHAIRMAN said he had to apologise for the absence of Sir William Foster, who 
was prevented from being present owing to indisposition; and also for the absence of 
Mr. Schneider, who had recently sustained a severe domesticaffliction. Beforealluding 
to the chief points in the report, he might mention that the board were always anxious 
to issue the report some few days before the general meeting, but upon the present occa- 
sion it had been deferred in order to give to the shareholders the latest information 
from the colony. One mail from Australia was missing, in consequence of which four 
months’ despatches came at one time. During the past year the Burra Burra Company 
had delivered to us 16,268 tons of ore, and the ore shipped to this country was 6435 tons. 
The quantity of ore smelted at the works was 11,728 tons against 6901 tons during the 
gee ear. The quantity of copper made at the works was 3086 tons against 1975 

n the preceding year. The quantity of copper shipped to England was 1008 tons. The 
works had p ded with i d vigour throughout the year, the average number 
of farnaces at work having been 7 5-6 against 5% in the previous year. The only 
important event bearing upon the works was a strike of the men employed in the New 
South Wales collieries, which, however, had been terminated without producing any 
inconvenience or loss to the company, owing to the judicious arrangements made by 
the company’s manager. The produce of the Burra Burra Mine had been 1100 tons 
less in the half-year ending September 30, as compared with the previous half-year, 
but the ore continued to be of the average percentage, and the captain’s report of the 
condition of the mine was highly satisfactory. The average price of copper during 
the past year had been 1007. 18s. per ton, against 1097, 13s. per ton in the preceding 
year. The average price at which copper and copper in the ore had been sold 
during the year ending June, 1861, had been 101/. 7s. per ton, being 5/7. 0s. 3d. per ton 
less than the average price realised during the previous year. The anticipations in the 
last report of a considerable improvement in the company’s means of transport,tand of a 
general reduction in the cost of carriage, arising from the opening of the railway to 
Kapunda, had been fully realised. Referring tothe new smelting works, Mr. Hamilton, 
in his last advices, says :—* We are now doing what we never did before, and what a 
few years ago I never thought we should have accomplished—we are smelting all the 
ores from the mine in the colony, are doing all our own cartage, and are ready for 
another Burra Burra. By this mail you will receive 10,0007. free remittance in copper.” 
As the accounts showed, there had been a profit during the past year, deducting all 
charges, of 19,214/.,out of which a dividend was declared in Aug. of 2s. 6d. per share, and 
10 per cent. thereon was added to the reserve fund, which left to thecredit of the profit and 
loss account the sum of 97447. The year that had passed it was well-known had been one 
of great commercial crisis. The warin America had abstracted from this country an amount 
of trade which it was impossible to realise. Whileevery branch of trade had experienced 
the sad effects of that abstraction, none had been so much affected as that of metals. When 
they met this time last yeur the price of copper was 1091. per ton, but at the present moment 
it was only 98/.10s. During the year there had been a heavy depreciation in the value 
ofcopper. It would be seen they had made during that period 3000 tons of copper, which 
was equal in money value to 300,000/., and it was only by making such a large quantity 
they had been able to sustain their position, The Burra Barra Company, too, which the 
preceding year made a very large profit, had not realised during the past year more than 
16,0007. Therefore, although the profits of the company had not been so great as could 
have been wished, yet, when the circumstances were known, he thought it could not but 
be considered as satisfactory that they had during the year been able to make, in round 
numbers, a profit of 20,0007. Now, as regarded the future prospects of the company— 
they were happily in this position. Formerly they had their works at the Burra Burra, and 
there alone; but now they had two sets of works—one at the Burra Burra and one at the 
Port, by which they could equalise the cartage of the coal, and bring the ore and coal to- 
gether at the port, and go effect an incalculable economy. They werealao in this happy 
position, that there were other mines opening up in a variety of directions, and ores were 
gradually coming down to Adelaide—in fact, a new Cornwall was being developed. 
When those mines were opened, and ores returned, the company might increase its ope- 
rations ad infinitum, Having the first mine in the colony, the first works at Burra 
Burra, and the first works at the port, thestrength and position of the company was now 
such as even he could not have hoped for; but he believed it would from time to time 
increase and prosper. They might, as in all other commercial pursuits, have some bad 
years ; but his confidence in the undertaking was gradually i ing. garded 
the copper market, it was, doubtless, known that the fluctuations were very great; but 
it would be seen that the directors conducted the business of the company upon a fair 
principle, when he told them that upon the whole year the price realised for their copper 
had exceeded the average by 9s. per ton. That had beeu accomplished by judicious

He could not conceive hew a company, working with a capi- 
tal of 200,000/., could require to borrow money to the extent of nearly half that amount. 

The Carney, in reply to the first point—that 19,200/. was not half the profit rea- 
lised during the preceding year—said the hon. proprietor would find upon reference that 
the previous year’s profits amounted to 26,428/., so that, comparing the balance carried 
forward to the credit of profit and loss of the two years, there did not appear to be a 
greater difference than something like 60007. The next point urged was that there had 
been improperly carried to revenue some items which ought to have remained on the 
other side of the account. One of those items was the improved value of land. Now, it 
so happened that for several years that Jand had been taken at the value at which it 
was originally estimated in the colony. The board felt dissatisfied as to the result of 
the estimsted value of that land, and they requested to know what its present rea! value 
was, that they might be able to fix upon some sum to be written off. It was, consg- 
quently, thought advisable that the Government valuer of lands should give his esfl- 
mate, the result of which was that in some instances the land had been estimated too 
high, and in others too low, the general result being exceedingly satisfactory, being 
in excess of the original valuation. Under those circumstances, it would have 
been very unfair to the shareholders if the board had continued to keep the land at the 
value originally estimated. As regarded the other item, the profit on sale of Baldina 
Gum Creek Runs, they bad also been re-valued, at considerable advantage to the com- 
pany. The shareholders had always gone with the directors in writing off some heavy 
sums from the works; in point of fact, the works had been renewed and extended, some 
thousands of pounds having been expended upon them, which had been taken from the 
profits. There was another item considerably undervalued—the copper at the bot- 
toms of the furnaces. As regarded the item for interest, that represented a capital 
which the company had employed, Although the Burra Barra was paid in copper, their 
returns were sold in England. Of course, if they could keepa floating capital of 100,000/., 
the item of interest would not appear. If the credit of the company did not stand so 
high as it did, the item of interest would be much larger than at present, They paid 
the ordinary bank rate, and in times of pressure 1 per cent, above. 

Some questions in reference to the report having beeen replied to by the CaarnMaN, 
the report and were i ly received and adopted. 

A dividend of 23. 6d. per share, free of income tax, was then declared, adding 10 per 
cent. to the reserve fund, by which it would be increased to 10,750/, 

Upon tte proposition of Mr. Joun Lewis, seconded by the Rev. Mr. Rosinson, the 
usual remuneration was voted to the directors for the ensuing year. 

Mr. Spencer Herapath and Mr. R. A. Routh were re-elected directors, and Mr. G. C. 
Bentinck, M.P., was re-appointed auditor. 

Mr. Noroarts enquired if any step was being taken with regard to placing the com- 
pany under the provisions of the Limited Liability Act? 

The CHAIRMAN said there could be no doubt it would be exceedingly desirable if the 
company could be brought under that Act, as it would be a satisfaction to a great num- 
ber of the shareholders, who were not 80 well aware of the working of the company as 
were the directors. But from the existing contracts with the Barra Burra, and the po- 
sition in the colony with regard to bankers and other matters, an alteration in the con- 
stitution of the company did not at present appear advisable. The question had been 
mooted, and arrangements were being made that it should be carried out in due time. 
Considering that their assets amounted to 200,000/., and that their liabilities did not ex- 
ceed 40,000/,, he thought he might fairly say that they had limited liability, although 
not the guaranteeof an Act of Parliament. The shareholders might feel perfectly satis- 
fied that there was no liability beyond the amount already paid. Instractions had been 
sent to the manager to use every exertion to carry out limited liubity, so that when the 
contracts were renewed, and there was no objection on the part of the different parties with 
whom they transacted business, the company might be registered with limited lability. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors terminated the proceedings.

ASHBURTON UNITED.—W. Edwards, Feb. 19: Hobson's Engine-shaft: We have 
set a plat to cut in the 78, penthouse to put in, and plat sollar to lay down, preparatory to 
sinking, which will be resumed as early as possible.

It is understood and found by all who have endeavoured to treat it, that 
chrome ore is a most difficult refractory, substance, The best ores are imported from 
Russia, Turkey, New Zealand, and America; good ores are also found in Perthshire 
and the Shetland Islands. The commercial value of the ores are not very high at pre- 
sent, as the demand for the manufactured article is comparatively limited, owing to 
the depressed state of manufactures generally. The cost of freight from Russia, Tur- 
key, &c., isnot, as many would have supposed, an impediment, the charges being in- 
credibly !ow as ballast.

MINING IN SOUTH AUSTRALIA. 
The advices by the present South Australian mail are encouraging, as 
respects the several undertakings recently formed in this country for the 
development of the mineral resources of the northern districts of that

MAatacuirte FroM IRELAND.—In the Great Exhibition of 1851 the splen- 
did specimens of precious malachite in the Russian department, and more 
especially the massive pair of doors of that material, were the admiration 
of all who saw them, and in the International Exhibition, to be held in the 
present year, it will be shown that thesame mineral, and ot equal beauty, 
may be obtained from Ireland. During the past week we have examined 
a large number of specimens of malachite and other ores of copper which 
have been sent over for exaibition from the mines of the Schull Bay Cop- 
per Mining Company, and have no hesitation in stating that they are well 
worthy of inspection by all concerned. The series of specimens would 
probably weigh some 5 ewts., and comprise, in addition to the malachite, 
some fine samples of the lower quality carbonates, as well as of red oxide 
and grey and purple ore. It is considered that, did time permit of it, 
some manufactured specimens of the malachite could be shown fully equal 
to those of Russia; but, as it is, it has been decided to exhibit them in the 
natural and unpolished state. It is stated that within the past 20 years 
the aggregate yield of malachite from all the mines in the kingdom has 
been less than the parcel now received in London from the Schull Bay 
Mine, though the malachite there may be regarded as a secondary pro- 
duct. It exists in a newly-discovered and vughy lode, 40 ft. wide, and, 
so far as yet seen, is of extraordinary richness; the ore from it has been 
found to be worth 58 per cent. for copper, and appears of a character likely to 
hold; the malachite forming the sides of the vughs in the lode, which is a 
rich variegated copper ore. At the engine-shaft they are also working an 
excellent lode of grey ore, which, sent to market without dressing, gives a 
produce of 12 per cent., and, with very little picking, is raised to such a 
produce that nearly 207. per ton is obtained for it. 





REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


Fen. 20.—The Coal Trade continues extremely dull; at the pits on the 
Wear especially large heaps of coals are accumulating. The present year 
has opened in a manner wholly unprecedented in the annals of the coal 
trade, the list of accidents having been truly awful. ‘The Hartley accident, 
owing to the peculiar circumstances attending it, and its disastrous results, 
making it the most deplorable mining calamity ever experienced. A num- 
ber of circumstances combined to produce such an unfortunate result. First, 
the single shaft, with the ponderous beam suspended above it; the shaft 
itself, with its brattice, pumps, &c.; and, lastly, the loose nature of the 
strata through which the shaft was sunk, which had an important bearing 
on the case, and as it was only timbered, the falling of the beam and other 
things carried it out, and thus the shaft was entirely choked. The result 
is but too well known. But lately the question of the secure lining of shafts 
has heen provided for by Act of Parliament; and it is very probable that 
the question of double shafts will shortly be dealt with in the same way, 
and no doubt every working colliery will be provided with two or more 
shafts. ‘The next important case connected with the working of the col- 
lieries of the district is the appearance of the High Main water at the Gos- 
forth Colliery. This was an unexpected occurrence, as the seam is 2 fms. 
above the level of the Tyne river. But the accumulated waters had, it 
appears, become pent up in the workings of the Heath Colliery, and thus 
forced to the Gosforth shaft, or, at any rate, there appears to be no outlet 
for the water into the Tyne at the level point. It is understood, however, 
that an outlet will be found, and that the water will not continue to rise 
much further, so that when the tubbing is completed at Gosforth, which 
it is expected will be effected very shortly, it will not have to sustain any 
great amount of pressure. ‘This circumstance naturally recalls attention 
to the scheme for the drainage of the Tyne collieries, introduced by the 
late T. J. Taylor. This scheme was unfortunately abandoned, only, how- 
ever, it is believed, to be again revived at a future day, with better chances 
of success, as arguments of the greatest weight in favour of it have rapidly 
accumulated of late, in the shape of facts of the gravest character. Since 
the scneme Of Mr. Layior len Ww wie prouliu tur vue Uline, Lue Water nas 
risen constantly and rapidly, and, of course, considerably extended its area. 
This will, therefore, no doubt be a powerful argument in its favour when- 
ever it is again introduced, The feeders to be lifted in this case are un- 
derstood to be upwards of 4000 gallons per minute. Another very serious 
case is the flooding of the Monkwearmouth Colliery, owing to the failure 
of the metal tubbing in the upeast-shaft. The feeders in this case are also 
enormous, so that keeping them permanently back by means of metal 
tubbing is the only course open. But the failure of this tubbing, and other 
similar causes but too numerous, would appear to draw attention to the 
whole system of inserting such tubbing. In the case of Monkwearmouth 
it does not appear that the tub was cased or lined with brick internally, a 
course which materially tends to its preservation and permanence. But as 
we have double iron ships, it might be suggested that we ought also to 
have double tubbing in such important shafts, the space between to be 
filled up or not, as thought advisable. ‘The outer tub could, in that case, 
be replaced when a failure took place, and the inner tub could never be 
deteriorated or injured by the hot air and gases in the upcast shaft. This 
may, at any rate, be worthy of consideration, as on the permanence of the 
tubbing a great amount of property is constantly depending, and also, in 
many cases, a great number of men’s lives. 

A meeting of delegates representing the workmen of the various collic- 
ries of Northumberland and Durham was held in Newcastle, on Saturday, 
to consider the best mode of establishing a Miners’ Permanent Relief Fund. 
Mr. Benjamin Oree (Dudley) Chairman.—Mr. Thomas Gascoigne (Bur- 
radon) said he had written to Mr. Nicholas Wood, Mr. Hugh Taylor, and Mr. T. E. 
Forster, drawing the attention of these gentlemen to the project the men had in view. 
Replies bad been received from Mr. Wood and Mr. Taylor, which stated that they cor- 
dially reciprocated the feeling of the miners of Northumberland and Durham in the de- 
sirability of establishing so meritorious an object, and that they may depend upon their 
cordial co-operation in promoting it to the utmost. Mr. Wood's letter also stated as his 
opinion that such a fund should be the joint act of the masters and workmen, and that 
to render it permanently useful and effective it should have the sanction of Parliament. 
Resolutions were passed that a permanent relief fand be established among tke miners 
as early as possible, and that this meeting strongly and earnestly recommends to the 
Hartley Relief Committee that after the sufferers at Hartley are adequately and com- 
fortably provided for the surplus to gotowards forming the nucleus of a permanent fund, 
to which the owners and workmen of the various collieries in England will be invited 
to contribute. Mr. G. E. Towers, of the National Association for the Relief of British 
Miners, then addressed the meeting at some length in explanation of the objects the 
National Association had in view. He said he had prepared a code of rules for their con- 
sideration, and after they had done so, upon transmitting them to him, Sir Fitzroy Kelly 
would revise them without any reward. Captain Milne then read the rules which had 
been prepared. The following is a summary :—The objects of this association, in re!a- 
tion to the mining population confined to their own efforts, and the application of their 
own sums, are as follows—1l. In cases of fatal accident to provide for the widows and 
children, or compensation for the nearer dependent relatives, of the sufferer or sufferers. 
—2, In cases of accidents not fatal, but where the miner is permanently, or for a short 
period, disabled to make suitable provision, as the case may be.—3. In cases of illness 
to afford weekly payments.—4. In cases of old age, or inability to labour, a superan- 
nuationallowance. The members shall consist of all persons employed in or about c»l- 
lieries, Members to be at liberty to subscribe to any one or all of the objects above 
stated. The subscriptions to be by weekly payments, such as may be fixed by an emi- 
nent actuary; but it is respectfully suggested that the men should at once commence a 
subscription of 1d. per week as the nucleus of theirownfund. For the first three months 
from the adoption of these rules miners of 60 years of age will be admissible as members, 
but after that period any person beyond the age of 50 is disqualified. Payments to the 
fund to be made by the written consent of the subscribers where practicable to the 
cashier, or other officer of the colliery where the men are employed, to be by him handed 
over to the association ; if the men consent the amount to be deducted from their wazes. 
The meeting agreed to act in unison with the National Association. It was also agreed 
that a committee of twelve be appointed to revise the rules, and that the men lay before 
the coalowners what they wished to do, and request them to give the scheme their con-

Another inundation has occurred in this district. At the Lord Pit, Win- 
gate Grange, about a fortnight ago, in driving a drift from one seam to an- 
other, the men, after passing through the stone, came to a “ fault” in the 
limestone, when a strong feeder of water broke away.

At Seghill, on Monday night, the 10th inst., George Calligan, a shifter, was killed by 
a fall of stone from the roof, which crashed him to death almost instantaneously. The 
deceased was 69 years of age, and has left a widow to lament his loss. A son of the de~ 
ceased was killed at the same colliery some time ago.-—On the same night, a boy named 
Mather, adriver, 15 years of age, was killed in Killingworth Colliery, Mather who bad 
only entered on his duties that day, was riding on the shafts of the rolley, and allowed 
his feet to slide on the rail until they came in contact with the rails at a crossing, when 
he was immediately drawn off.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Fes. 20.—The state of trade in the South Wales ports evinces some 
slight improvement since our last. A large number of vessels have left 
the Cardiff Docks, owing to the fair wind; and the spacious docks are, 
consequently, nearly empty, instead of being crowded, as was the case a 
week ago. However, if a change of wind does take place, no doubt but 
that a fleet of vessels will soon arrive. It is contemplated to remove the 
present East Dock gates, as they are considered too weak, and an immense pair of new 
gates will be erected in their stead. In order to make these alterations, notices have 
been issued that the East Dock will be closed for a month. The merchants of the port 
have held a meeting, and they have determined on asking the trustees to postpone the 
alterations until existing contracts shall cease. The new landing-stage and the import 
warehouses are now nearly ready. On the 7th inst., an Austrian barque, bound from 
New York to Antwerp, with a valuable cargo of flour, extract of logwood, rye, and 
wheat, put into the port leaky. The whole of the cargo was discharged and placed in 
the new import warehouses until the repairs were completed. Before the erection of 
thenew warchouses, all vessels having cargoes of imported goods, and requiring repairs, 
had to betaken to Bristol. It is fully expected that the effect of these important improve- 
ments in the port will be to foster an import trade. Swansea is also rapidly progress- 
ing. No less than 46 vessels arrived from foreign ports on Tuesday, which is the largest 
number ever known to enterin one day. The French barque Seine got aground on the 
Skerweather Sands on that day, the wind blowing strong atthe time. The captain and 
crew put off in the small boat, and they were picked up by the pilot-boat Providence. 
The abandoned vessel, a barque of about 500 tons register, went to pieces, and became 
a total wreck. A considerable number of vessels have arrived at Ne wport during the 
last few days, and things are looking up in the port. The facilities of transit from the 
North and Midland counties will,is is hoped, realise the anticipated expectations of the 
new fields thrown open by the London and North-Western and the West- Midland Rail- 
way Companies. The London and North-Western are looked upon as the only com- 
pany that can benefit the port materially, and there are reports that that company will 
make an offer to lease the Monmouthshire Railway and Canal Company’s lines. If this 
should take place, a keen and healthy competition will ensue between the London and 
North-western and the West-Midland. 

The half-yearly meetings of the different public compantes are now being held, and 
the dividends declared, or proposed to be declared, for the half-year are as follows :— 
Newport (Monmouthshire) Gas Compauy, 5 per cent. on Class A, and 3% per cent. on 
Class B shares; Vale of Neath Railway, 1% per cent. on ordinary shares; Taff Vale 
Railway, 414 per cent. ; Monmouthshire Wagon Company, 4 per cent. 

The case of the Pentreguinea Fuel Company came before the Bristol Bankruptcy 
Court on Monday again, and another adjournment took place for the appointment of an 
official liquidator. 

An inquest was held on Saturday at the Six ells, Heolgerrig, Merthyr, touching the 
death of David Nicholas, collier, aged 40 years. On the previous Thursday deceased and 
his son were engaged at work in the Werfa Colliery; a large mass of the top coal fell, 
and deceased was crushed under it. Verdict, “ Accidental Death.”—A collier, named 
John Davies, was severely injured at the Bryngwyn Pit, Lianelly, by a fall. He was 
immediately conveyed home, but there are very slight hopes of his recovery. 

The Dafen Tin Works are now working full time, fresh orders having just arrived. 
The Caerleon Tin Works are also in full operation. Extensive orders have been re- 
ceived at Cwmavon, and the Aberavon and Bryn districts are expected to see prosperous 
times for the next few months, 

A meeting of the inhabitants of Merthyr was held in the Temperance Hall, on Wed- 
nesday, to consider what steps it was desirable to take to express the sympathy of the 
district with the sufferers by the late terrible disaster at Hartley. It was ultimately 
resolved, on the motion of Mr. W. Simons, seconded by Mr. W. Smyth, that “It is de- 
sirable to establish a fand for the purpose of administering immediate relief in cases of 
accident occurring in the mineral worka of this district, and that it should be called 
*The Merthyr and District Accident Relief Fund,’ to be supported by voluntary con- 

tributions.” Mr. W. James moved that a committee be formed to carry out the sug- 
gestions of Mr. Simons; and it was decided that the following gentlemen be appointed 
with power to add to their number, and that all means should be used to get the co- 
operation of ironmasters and coalowners:-—Rev. J. Griffiths, Messrs, J. D. Thomas, 
T. J. Evans, J. C. Fowler, J. W. James, and W. Simons,

AnotuHer Appatiine CoLtiery CatastropHe.—Before the horrors 
and sufferings at Hartley have scarcely passed away, another colliery ac- 
cident has occurred, which, it is feared, will be one of unparalleled extent 
in the district. The scene of the disaster is the Gethin Pit, near Merthyr 


Tydvil, the property of Mr. K. T. Crawshay, the great iron and coal master. On Wed- 
nesday morning upwards of 200 men and boys went down the pit, and everything 
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ance was at once procured without delay, and shifts of brave men Yolunteered their ser- 
vices to go down to the pit. 

Since writing the above, a gleam of hopeful light has been thrown on the terrible 
disaster. A great number of the men have made their way out of a drift,and only about 
50 remain to be accounted for. 

On Thursday evening 49 bodies had been recovered, and it is ascertained that there is 
only one now missing. Mr. Thomas Evans, the Government Inspector, arrived by the 
first train this morning. Nearly all the bodies are easily recognised, as the choke-damp 
has been the cause of death in nearly every instance. The explosion took place in a re- 
mote part of the workings, or else it is expected the consequences would have been more. 
serious, The fireman is amongst the saved, but he is in an unconscious state, and the 
cause of the explosion remains a mystery. The inquest will, it is expected, open to- 
day. Naked lights are principally used in the pit. The temperature at the time of 
the explosion was exceedingly low—29° Fahrenheat.

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Fes. 20.—The Iron Trade keeps as dull as ever, and the second-class 
makers have great difficulty in getting orders, even at the low and scarcely 
remunerative rates which some of them are accepting. The general tes- 
timony is to the effect that the demand is fully as slack as at any period 
since the depression of 1857-8. Mr. Samuel Griffiths states that second 
and third-class makers of iron “‘ never were making and selling iron at 
such ruinous rates as they are at this moment. The list price is 77. per 
ton; and at the present time district buyers, who are known to be good, 
may buy iron at 15s., 20s., or even 25s., below the list price. This state of 
things will very soon cure itself. Every man of experience in the iron 
trade of this district will endorse this statement, that iron cannot be — 
duced in South Staffordshire, with the present price of coal and labour, 
at the above prices; therefore, whoever makes it and sells it at this quo- 
tation, does it at a positive loss, and it is idle for any man to say that he 
does not know it.” Mr. Griffiths then announces that the firm of E. B. 
Thorneycroft and Co., of which he is a partner, “have resolved to close 
the Staffordshire Works until a profit can be obtained on the produce.” 
The Hardware Trades of Birmingham, Wolverhampton, and South Staf- 
fordshire generally are slightly better, but the demand is far below the 
average. The accounts by the last Australian mail are again somewhat more favour- 
able, but the orders sent are of small account. From the East Indies and China, too, 
the accounts are rather more satisfactory, and there is a quiet demand from Brazil, with 
the hope of a better trade to the Plate, where, however, the stocks of goods on hand are 

sufficient for the present. Very little is doing with the North American States,jand 
considerable difficulty is experienced in conveying intelligence to the Southern States. 
The home demand is generally very dull, both in England, Ireland, and Scotland, 

A letter from New York, which appears in the Birmingham Journal, gives an ac- 
count of the principal imports, &c., to that port for the years 1860 and 1861, The great 
falling off is in nothing more remarkable than in the productions of Staffordshire. The 
earthenware imported was little more than a third of what it was in 1860, and fron, in 
bars, fell off in the same degree. Of sheet-iron, less than a fourth as much was received 
as in 1860, whilst pig and railway irons show a very large decline. Tin-plates were not 
imported to half the amount they were in 1860. It is said that still heavier duties are 
Nkely to be imposed en iron, copper, and lead. There is, however, one consideration, 
al from that which is afforded by the possible termination of the war, which affords 
grounds for anticipating that such a tariff cannot be permanent. A prohibitive tariff is 
an unproductive one; the American people appear hardly for heavy excise 
duties or direct taxation, and the urgent necessity of raising a revenue, which often leads 
to the imposition of moderate customs’ duties, will be a temptation to reduce a tariff 
whieh, by excluding foreign goods, fails to produce an income. 

The announcement of a new railway in Italy gives hope for anticipating some im- 
petus to the demand for rails and other iron, which is much needed to give employment 
in this and all the great iron-producing districts. 

The Birmiagham Town Council have appointed a deputation for the purpose of sub- 
mitting to Her Majesty’s Government a memorial in opposition tothe exemption of rail- 
‘ways and canals from three-fourths of the Borough and Street Improvement Rates, The 
present time has been chosen because of a bill being before Parliament for the amend- 
ment of parochial assessments, and it is hoped that a clause, embodying the principle 
which the memorialists urge, may be introduced into the bill. 

The bill introduced by Mr. Ayrton, for the purpose of enabling workmen to recover 

their employers for injuries arising from the default of the masters, 
to make such provision as may be necessary for the safety of the workmen, and giving 
power to the representatives of a deceased workman tojsue for damages under similar 


cific hinery for adjudicating upon the claims which its provisions would permit of 
being made, In the absence of some specific, easy, cheap, and Anal tribunal for the 
determination of the questions which would be involved tn each case, the result would 
pretty certainly be a fertile crop of attorney’s actions, from which the masters would 
suffer much loss, and the workmen and their families receive little advantage. The 
law expenses, even in a County Court, which would be involved in proving that an ac- 
cident had been caused by the “ master not doing any act, or providing anything which 
may be requisite or proper, or doing any act or providing anything which may be im- 
proper, in or for carrying out the undertaking, work, or business in or about which such 
workman or servant shall be employed by or on account of his master,” would be very 
serious, and a trial at nisi prius would be a still more expensive matter; whilst the 
question of the amount of damages would add another el it of plication. Mas- 
ters would probably enter into an agreement to render the Act inapplicable; but,at any 
rate, in most cases the class of lawyers who fatten on speculative actions would reap 
the chief benefit wherever adisputearose. The principle appears a sound one, but if it 
is to become a part of the law, a proper mode of applying it, and a definition of the basis 
on which the compensation is to be levied, are essential conditions. 











REPORT rrom YORKSHIRE, DERBYSHIRE, anp LANCASHIRE. 


Fes, 20.—The Iron Trade is characterise by the same degree of dulness 
which has influenced it for some time past, and there is little hope of any 
immediate improvement. The Steel Trade is much better than it was, 
and the leading firms report that accounts are settled more promptly than 
of late.; There is an improved demand for railway-springs, and for all ma- 
terials required in the manufacture of railway wagons, both for home and 
foreign railways. The enquiry for plates for ship-building is also much improved, and 
the firm of Messrs. John Brown and Co., of the Atlas Works, Sheffield, has as many 
orders on hand as the productive resources of the establishment can execute for some 
time to come; indeed, this firm has obtained a wide-spread celebrity for the excellence 
of their make of plates for shipbuilding. The Whittington Iron and Steel Works are 
much better employed than of late, but there is a dulness in the coal trade of that dis- 
trict. There appears to have been a misunderstanding current with regard to the pro- 
posed new works at Tapton, near Chesterfield. It has been stated that Messrs. Peto, 
Brassey, and Co., the eminent contractors, were about erecting large works for the 
manufacture of iron. We are informed, on good authority, that the intended new 
works are to be built by Mr. Butcher, an eminent merchant at Sheffield. The land 
has been purchased, and we understand all the preliminaries are in a forward state, 
and that the works will be commenced in the early part of the spring. They are to 
consist of an extensive forge, and the manufacture of iron and steel is to form the staple 
product of thefirm. The advantages which Derbyshire possesses as a field of enterprise 
for the capitalist are as yet but little known; but we hail the present as the courmence- 
ment of a new era in its commercial history, which will in due course be more fully 
developed. 

The depression which we have had to report in the various branches of our national 
industry has been of such continual duration that both coalmasters and ironmasters 
have long felt the necessity of making some alteration in the state of payments to their 
men. A short time ago the principal firms gave notice that they should make a reduc- 
tion of 10 per cent., which notice will expire towards the latter end of the present month. 
So far no evidence has been afforded that the contemplated reduction will be resisted 
by the general body of workmen. Private meetings have been held amongst the 
moulders and others engaged in the iron trade, but as yet no definite resolution has 
been arrived at. Similar meetings have been held by the miners, and from all we can 
hear we believe the reduction will generally be accepted quietly, without any of those 
disastrous events—strikes. 

The Midland Railway Company held their half-yearly meeting on Wednesday, when 
statements were made by the directors which fully bear out the remarks which we 
have frequently urged, of the growing value of the Midlands in respect to its mineral 
traffic, and it was shown that although every other species of income had di 
there had been a considerable increase in the traffic in minerals. This is extremely 
satisfactory , considering the generally depressed condition of trade. The new line from 
Clay Cross to Pye Bridge, which will open another exit for the minerals of the Erewash 
Valley coal fleld, will be open for traffic towards the middle of March next. 

Two monster rails, weighing respectively 1 ton each, were rolled at the 
Codnor Park Ironworks, on Saturday last; one to a length of 120 ft., and 
the other 110 ft. On the previous Saturday a side for an engine beam of 
wrought-iron was rolled 37 ft. long, 7 ft. wide in the centre, and 2} ft. in 
thickness. Other works equally surprising are in progress in armoury plates and ma- 
chinery of the most colossal magnitade. When the new works are completed Codnor 
Park will be second to none of the ironworks in the kingdom, and the specimens of iron 
intended for the Exhibition in May will, though executed at the old works, be worthy 
of the world-wide repute of this powerful company.

Iurration oF Russta Sueet Iron.—A paper was read before the Frank- 
lin Institute, Philadelphia, by Mr. Fleury, on the mode of manufacturing 
imitation Russia sheet iron from ordinary rolled iron, under the patent of 
Mr. Wm. Riesz. The inventor of the process is a German, and has dis- 
covered by repeated analyses, that the smooth surface of Russian iron con- 
sists of an atomic accumulation of a peculiar substance—a nitride of iron 
combined with about 20 per cent. of carbon; the nitro-carburetted iron of 
Frémy. The quantity of carbon and nitrogen, he finds, diminishes gra- 
dually towards the centre, where the iron is nearly pure, and very flexible. 
Though the process is very simple, it requires considerable skill, but once 
learned it can be carried on in the most regular manner. The iron is 
cleaned in a sulphuric acid bath, then washed with an alkali and water, 
and placed in a peculiar mixture, which prevents oxidation: it is then 
rolled with the before-named coating, and, after being re-heated, placed 
under the hammer, to receive the required temper and smoothness. 





MANvFACTURE OF Iron.—Mr. James Brown, of Newport, Monmouth- 
shire, provisionally specified an improvement in the manufacture of iron, which consists 
in carbonising and decarbonising wrought-iron, and in the production therefrom of cast- 
iron of great purity. He takes wrought-iron, say puddled bars, scrap, oid rails, or other 
wrought-iron, and cuts it up; he then places it in a cupola, or other suitable furnace, 
together with carbon, melts it, and runs it out into pigs. 


New Minne Macaixes.—The Hydraulic Press states that French 
and Co., of North San Juan, are perfecting a new tunnelling machine, which practical 
miners think will prove a success. It retains the hand-drill principle, making machinery, 
with water or steam-power, do the labour of man, and effecting a saving in time and la- 
bour of 200 or 300 per cent. The machine is meant to follow up a tunnel on a4 truck. 
The drills can be worked straight forward, and at any angle, and if directed by manual 
force can be made by one man to do the work of three. 


The iron screw troop-ship Himalaya was docked yesterday morning in 
No. 1. Dock, Keyham, to examine her bottom, after her interesting and expeditious 
voyages to the Mediterranean, Nova Scotia, and the West Indies.
